Obama warns against use 
of internet to sow divisions

Lonpon — In his first in- 
terview since leaving office, 
former President Barack 
Obama didn’t mention 
President Donald Trump by 
name, but he really didn’t 
have to: He told his host, 
Britain’s Prince Harry, that 
leaders shouldn’t use social 
media to stoke division. 

“All of us in leadership 
have to find ways in which 
we can recreate a common 
space on the internet,” 
Obama said. 


The interview took the 
form of a warm chat between 
the 44th U.S. president and 
the British prince, who was 
serving as guest host on BBC 
Radio 4’s popular “Today” 
program. 

“One of the dangers of the 
internet is that people can 
have entirely different reali- 
ties. They can be cocooned in 
information that reinforces 
their current biases,” Obama 
said. “It is harder to be as 
obnoxious and cruel in per- 
son as people can be anony- 
mously on the internet.” 

He continued, “The ques- 


tion is, how do we harness 
this technology that allows 
a multiplicity of voices, a 
diversity of views, but does 
not lead to a Balkanization 
of our society but rather 
continues to promote ways 
of finding common ground?” 

The interview was re- 
corded in September in 
Toronto, when Obama was 
in Canada to attend the In- 
victus Games, a charity and 
sporting event created by 
Harry to honor wounded 
soldiers.

Russia probe 


Trump legal team 
readies attack on 
Flynn's credibility 


Former national security adviser 
cooperating in Mueller inquiry

WASHINGTON — Pres- 
ident Donald Trump’s 
legal team plans to cast 
former national security 
adviser Michael Flynn as 
a liar seeking to protect 
himself if he accuses the 
president or his senior 
aides of any wrongdoing, 
according to three people 
familiar with the strategy. 

The approach would 
mark a sharp break 
from Trump’s previously 
sympathetic posture to- 
ward Flynn, whom he 
called a “wonderful man” 
when Flynn departed the 
White House in February. 
Earlier this month, the 
president did not rule 
out a possible pardon for 
Flynn, who is cooperat- 
ing with special counsel 
Robert Mueller’s inves- 
tigation into Russian 
interference in the 2016 
election. 

Attorneys for Trump 
and his top advisers have 
privately expressed con-
